COMPLAINT FOR PATENT

Plaintiff, GBM, LLC (hereinafter referred to as "GBM"), demands a jury trial and complains 
against the defendant as follows: 

THE PARTIES 

1. GBM is a limited liability company organized and existing under the laws of the 
State of Nevada having an office at 173 Elm Street, 3rd Floor, Westfield, New Jersey 07090. 

2. Upon information and belief, Kosher.com (hereinafter referred to as "Defendant" ot 
"Kosher.com") is a business organized and existing under the laws of the State of New York, 
having a place of business at P.O. Box 575, Cedarhurst, New York 11516. Kosher.com sells a wide 
variety of kosher foods and gifts over the Internet on its website www.kosher.com ("the 
Kosher.com Website").

6. Plaintiff, GBM, repeats and incorporates herein the entirety of the allegations

7. On February 27, 2007, U.S. Patent No. 7,184,987 (hereinafter referred to as "the 
'987 patent") was duly and legally issued to Millennium, LP. ("Millennium") for an invention 
entitled "Internet-Based System and Method for Facilitating Commercial Transactions Between 
Buyers and Vendors." The Patent was subsequently assigned to GBM. A copy of the '987 patent is 
attached to this Complaint as Exhibit 1 .

Kosher.com has for a long time past and still is infringing, actively inducing the 
infringement of and/or contributor^ infringing in this judicial district the '987 patent by, among 
other things operating the Kosher.com Website that facilitates commerce between vendors and 
buyers pursuant to a claim of the '987 patent without permission from GBM. 
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1 1 . Plaintiff, GBM, has been damaged by such infringing activities by the Defendant ol 
the '987 patent and will be irreparably harmed unless such infringing activities are enjoined by this 
Court. 

PR AVER FOR RELIEF 

WHEREFORE, THE Plaintiff, GBM prays for judgment against the Defendant Kosher.com 
on all the counts and for the following relief: 

A. Declaration that the Plaintiff is the owner of the '987 patent, and that the Plaintiff has 
the right to sue and to recover for infringement thereof;
